RULE IS ADOPTED 


TO STOP “BOLTING” 


Entrance Fee Is Put at 
$1,000; All Candidates 
Must Sign Application 


in Person.

MACON, Ga., Feb. 5.—(4)—March 
23 was selected as the date for the 
democratic presidential primary in 
Georgia at a meeting here today of a 
subcommittee of the state democratic 


/ executive committee. 
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The committee also adopted the first 
set of rules governing party oper- 


ations in the history of the state. It 
also took a stand on the handling of 
“bolters” in the future, but took an 
attitude of letting sleeping dogs lie as 
concerns democrats who left the party 
in the past. 

Protection of the party against fu- 
ture “bolters” was taken in the in- 
clusion of the ‘following as one of 
the fixed rules: 

“No person who is not a bona fide 
democrat and supporter of the demo- 
cratic nominee shall be eligible to 
membership on any democratic com- 
mittee within the state and in event 
any member of any committee in the 
atate shall support a nominee of any 
other olitical party it shall be the 
duty of any such member to tender his 
resignation to the committee of which 

s a mémber” — 

Caused Discussion. 

Adoption of this rule caused con- 
siderable discussion among the mem- 
bers of the subcommittee as to wheth- 
er some action should not taken 
against those who deserted thé party 
in the past for a nominee of an oppo- 
sition political unit. 

It was finally agreed, however, that 
the most expedient thing to do was to 
seek to prevent further “bolting” rath- 
er than to go into the cases of those 
who voted against democratic nomi- 
nees in the past. 

These who yote in the preferential 
primary, the rules hold, will be pledg- 
ing themselves to support the demo- 
cratic nominees for all offices. 

The fixed rules and regulations 
went into considerable detail concern- 
ing the operations of the party and 
definitely set up the state convention 
as the party's supreme authority in 
Georgia with its various subordinate 
bodies, including the state executive 
committee and on down to the munic 
ipal executive committee. 

The subcommittee decided that each 
candidate in the preferential primary 
should pay an entrance fee af $1,000 
and be required to personally sign his 
2 green. eliminating the possibility 
of the placing of a person's name on 
the ballot. by friends through petitions 
and payment of the entrance fee. 

Closing Date. “i 

The closing date for candidates to 
enter the primary was announced as 
noon February 22, central standard 
time. The primary state convention 
will be held at Atlanta April 6 to 
confirm and ratify the election of dele- 
gates and electors to the national con- 
vention at Chicago and to the elec- 
toral college. 

One of the rules adopted regarding 
the presidential primary held that no 
candidate shall be declared the party 
nominee if it is proven that in his 
conduct during a campaign he violated 
any law of the state or United States 
in seeking the nomination. It also 
set forth that should any authorized 
agent violate such laws, with the 
knowledge of the candidate. the can- 
didate will not be declared the 
nominee.

Schooner Sunk by Steam- 

er With Loss of 21, 
While Tug Founders 
Carrying 7 to Death. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—(#)—The 
cold waters along the Atlantic sea- 
board tonight held 28 missing men, 
supposedly thrown to watery graves 
by a ship collision and a terrific gale 
that caused’a tug to founder and sink. 


Twenty-one of the missing were 
members of the crew of the schooner 
Eleanor Nickerson, which sank: after 
a collision with the steamer Jean Ja- 
dot, 350 miles east of. Halifax. 

The other seven were aboard the 
tug, Lonnie B. Shaw, when it was 
seen to sink stern first off McCrea 
shoal, at the entrance to the Delaware 
breakwater, when high seas swamped 
her last night. 

Three coast guard destroyers, the 
Cunningham, Cassin and Hunt, were 
reported at Boston to have left for 
the scene of the Nickerson tragedy, 
while from Cape May, N. J., the coast 
guard dispatched seaplanes to search 
for possible survivors of the tug. 

Details of neither accident were 
available to the coast guard, to which 
the reports were made. The Jean 
Jadot reported by radio to the Lloyd 
Royal Belgian. line Bere merely that 
six members of the Eleanor Nicker- 
son were rescued and it made a futile 
search for the other 21 members of 
the crew. 

Names of those known to be res- 
cued were given officially as Arthur 
Burke, Edward Burbank, Patrick Felt- 
man, Calvin Hinien and Francis and 
Paul Leblanc.

Franklin D. Roosevelt, candidate for 
the democratic presidential nomina-

Thus the French anticipated next 
week’s debate when successively the 
British, French, American, Russian, 
Japanese and Italian delegations were 
to make known their concrete pro- 
posals. 

M. Tardieu further proposed to in- 
ternationalize civil aviation, limit to 
the Leagué of Nations the right to 
dispose of heavy bombing planes of 
wide action, and to place at the 
League's disposal batteries of long- 
range artillery vessels carrying guns 
of more than eight-inch caliber or 
10,000. tons. 

Shelling Limit. 

Besides these proposals, the French 
plan envisaged the prohibition of bom- 
bardments from aircraft or by artil- 
lery at more than (x) kilometers from 
the front line in land warfare, 
and the prohibition of the use by air- 
craft or artillery of projectiles con- 
taining poison gases, bacteria or ma- 
terials which are specifically incen- 
iary.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—(#)— 
Shanghai's critical situation monopo- 
lized the attention of the state de- 
partment today. Secretary Stimson 
was in communication with London 
and the other capitals interested in 
bringing about immediate peace for 
the protection of the International 
Settlement at Shanghai, Counter- 
proposals to Japan’s declination of 
two of the points in the original plan 
will probably be framed and forward- 
ed to Tokyo within two or three days. 

Th state department made no com- 


ment on the nature of possible altera- 
tions in the original plan. There was 
an air of optimism in the department, 
however, in spite uf the movement of 
additional Japanese troops toward 
Shanghai, and evidences of continued 
preparations which the American- 
British peace’ plan sought to avert. 

The state department today  in- 
structed itsconstls at Peiping and 
Harbin to do all possible to effect 
the release of Edward Hunter, Ameri- 
cam newspaper correspo 
ed captured by Chinese. 

Department officials explained .that 
the action was taken on the basis of 
press reports telling of Hunter’s cap- 
ture. 

The ec.nsuls were told to take all 
practical steps to locate the American 
and bring about his release. 

Messages to the department from 
Consul General Cunningham at Shang- 


hai showed the tensity of the situa- | 


tion in the city is aggravated by Chi- 
nese refugees who are fleeiug into the 
International’ Settlement and by in- 
creasing unemployment. Cunningham 
estimated there were 162,000 unem- 
ployed. He reported a rice supply 
sufficient for two weeks and said 
steps are being taken to prevent 
profiteering. 

At the war and navy departments 
maps of the Shanghai area .were in- 
tensely studied and plans made for 
relief measures should the clash be- 
tween the Chinese and Japanese ex- 
tend to the International Settlement 
and threaten the lives of foreigners. 

How to stop the clash at Shanghai 
bécomes a more.complicated problem 
every day, with the arrival of addi- 
tional Japanese forces and more war- 
ships. The fighting now extends from 
the International Settlement north- 
ward 13 miles along the Whangpoo to 
Woosung, but the rearrangement of 
the defense forces and the removal of 
the Japanese guards from American 
and British sectors have stopped snip- 
ing at Japanese, which threatened the

Day’s Developments 
In Sino-Jap Crisis 


By the Associated Press. 

United States regular infantry- 
men—1,200 strong—were landed in 
Shanghai today for the first time in 
American history to protect the In- 
ternational. Settlement, while the 
Chapei-Woesung battle still raged. 

They marched to quarters in the 
Settlement under the booming of 
Chinese artillery and the rattle of 
Japanese machine guns. 


Japanese authorities denied re- 
ports that 3,000 Japanese soldiers 
and 800 bluejackets had been landed 
at Whbosung, occupying the Chinese 
forts there. They said Chinese 
troops still held the forts, but the 
Japanese again would try to bomb 
and shell them out. 


A Japanese airplane, forced down 
by engine trouble, not by Chinese 
bullets, the Japanese said, had been 
picked up in the lower Yangtze 
river by a British ship. The plane's 
occupants were uninjured. The 
United States destroyer Whipple 
was badly damaged in a collision 
with an outward-bound' British 
steamer, the Rosalie Moller, in the 
lower Whangpoo river, below 
Shanghai. Both ships were laid up 
for repairs to their bows. 


Willis Peck, United States consul 
general at Nanking, advised Ameri- 
cans in that Chinese city to leave 
lest railway and steamer transpor- 
tation fail. Virtually all the Amer- 
icans began to depart. 

Artillery and machine guns went 
into action on a 16-mile front from 
Shanghai te’ Woosung this’ morn- 
ing as the Chinese prepared for the 
first time to contest Japanese su-

- Shanghai was shaken by heavy exe 
plosions, while the bombing and ar- 
tillery fire roared, subsided and then 
roared again. 

With perhaps 4,000 fighting men 
and limited armaments, the Japanese 
resorted to strategy to confuse the 
Chinese defenders and give the im- 
pression of greater strength. They 
constantly shifted their field guns 
and troops along the fighting line. 

Guns would fire a few rounds from 
a certain point, then race to another 
point. After a brief action there, the 
guns would be shifted again. The 
troops dashed back and forth in simi- 
lar movements. 

The early morning fog had hardly 
begun to lift before 14 Japanese air- 
planes zoomed over the International 
Settlement and Chapei. Two Chinese 
fliers dared to enter the section and 
raced over the metropolitan area, but 
soon disappeared westward, presume 
ably toward their base, the location 
of which was unknown. 

_ One of the United States destroyers 
in the Whangpoo river, the Whipple, 
was badly damaged in a collision with 
the British steamer Rosalie Moller at 
a point two miles below Shanghai.

On the other side of the ledger, the 
Japanese chalked down a successful 
bombing raid.

If the Japanese reinforcements were 
slow, these observers said, it was pos- 
sible that the Japanese line would col- 
lapse. With sufficient reinforcements 
it was considered probable that they 
would be able to drive the Chinese 
toward Hangchow. A brigade was 
expected today. 

Lines of trenches and fortifications 
have been dug along the Chinese rear 
in preparation for a withdrawal. 

Perhaps the most dramatic incident 
of yesterday’s fighting was the aerial 
attack on a Chinese troop train bring- 
ing reinforcements for the nineteenth 
route army in Chapei. 

The planes swooped down close to 
the ground before they dropped their 
explosives. The car on which a direct 
hit was scored was split from end to 
end and bodies were strewn over a 
wide area. The. bombers also de- 
stroyed a number of horses. 

Before attacking tthe train the 
planes paid a visit to Chenju Univer- 
sity, where they dropped 12 charges. 
One large building was wrecked and 
two others were set afire. 

Earlier in the day Chinese gunners 
equipped with antiquated anti-aircraft 
pieces succeeded in bringing down a 
Japanese plane -within 100 yards of 
the headquarters of their nineteenth 
army.

SHANGHAI'S IMPORTANCE. 

The extent to which American 
business interests are still lagging 
behind in tle contest for commercial 


| supremacy in the far east is revealed 


in statistics contained jn an article 
on the investments of various coun- 
tries in China by Professor C. F. 
Remer, of the University of Chicago. 
Professor Remer is in general charge 
of a study of foreign investments in 
China recently made in co-operation 
with committees representing Great 
Britain and Japan. 

Our business interests have made 
marked strides in China since the 
World War, but both Great Britain 
and Japan still have a five to one 
lead on us in so far as actual in- 
vestments are concerned. 

Of the total foreign investments 
of $3,500,000,000 in that country, 
only $200,000,000. is in American 
dollars. One-third of the total in- 
vestment is in Shanghai, one-third in 
Manchuria and the remaining third 
in the rest of China. 

Forty-five million dollars of the 
American investment is in Chinese 
government securities, the remaining 
$155,000,000 being in direct busi- 
ness investment. American corpora- 
tions, firms and businessmen hold 
in Shanghai land, buildings, stocks 
of goods and advances to Chinese 
valued at approximately $100,000,- 
000. 

Thirty-two per cént of this in- 
vestment is in the export and import 
business, 22 per cent in public utili- 
ties, 17 per cent in banking and 
finance and 14 per cent in manu- 
facturing. 

American-owned utilities, these 
including the electric light and 
power plant and the telephone sys- 
tem, are valued at $35,000,000, 
while the factories in the city op- 
erated by American firms are worth 
$11,000,000. 

Notwithstanding the fact that our 
holdings in China are now four 
times as large as they were at the 
beginning of the World War, they 
constitute only 2 per cent of our 
total investments in foreign coun- 
tries, with the British government 
coming to $ per cent and that of 
Japan to 50 per cent of the money 
they have at work in foreign fields. 
Great Britain’s fotal investment in 
China now totals $1,266,000,000 
and Japan has $1,153,000,000. 

Shanghai, through which goes 40 
per cent of China's foreign com- 
merce, is the trade, financial and 
banking center of the nation, and is 
the center of British and American 
interests, while Japan’s center of 
interest is in Manchuria, although 
she has large holdings in Shanghai. 

China is destined to become the 


greatest of world markets when the/- 


purchasing power of her more than 
375,000,000 people begins to in- 
crease.

Sometimes he is Caesar 
standing in the forum, surrounded by 
his victorious legionaires. If you could 
visualize a scarlet cloak around him, 
you'd have the Divine Augustus. His 
words on such occasions are sparks 
that set the minds of his hearers 
aflame. . 

Hitler never seems to be able to 
rouse his followers to one of those 
frenzied outbursts of enthusiasm that 
Mussolini can produce without any 
seeming effort. is, perhaps, is due 
to the stolid, dour and grim character 
of the German people. Nevertheless, as 
a popular speaker the Nazi chief in 
Germany is having a deuce of a time 
to follow in the footsteps of the Duce.

Briand. 


It looks as if M. Aristide Briand 
has come to the end of a long and 
picturesque aud stormy career. He is 
a sick man and he has retired for the 
time being to his farm at Cocherel, 
where the open country air, the fish- 
ing in brooks and rivers and the super- 
vision of his hog-raising outfit is 
hoped to restore him to health. 

Briand started out in life as a 
tumultuous, barnstorming anarchist. 
He was one of the most revolutionary 
and daring figures in the late eighties 
and he led several huge strikes. Grad- 
ually his viewpoint changed. From a 
pacifist, anti-militarist revolutionary, 
he came to be a quiet, sane, moderate 

litician. But he never quite forgot 

is first love and attachment. He al- 
ways championed the idea of collab- 
oration and international good will. 

He adopted the idea of a federated 
Europe from Count Koudenhove-Cal- 
ergi, but with this difference. Briand 
adopted it as a patriot. He believes in 
a united Europe, but a United Europe 
under the leadership of France. He is 
of the opinion that this has almost 
been achieved. And in this he ig per- 
fectly right. He did not feel at home 
in the Laval cabinet. His associates 
in that ministry were nearly all of 
an entirely different mentality and 
outlook. Briand is too prone to com- 
promise and settle to suit the men of 
the present ministry. He came close 
to losing his life over this very ques- 
tion. For Clemenceau actually consid- 
ered arresting Briand and executing 
him summarily for his  behind-the- 
scenes efforts in war time to make 
an end of the bloodshed.

Permanent Rules Adopted 
- For Democrats of Georgia 


MACON, Ga., Feb. 5.—(#)—Set- 
ting up permanent rules for the dem- 
ocratic party in Georgia, the subcom- 
mittee of the state executive commit- 
tee today retained the nucleus of the 
organization as now constituted. 


The state convention continues the 
main representative body of democ- 
racy with the executive committee the 
leading authoritative branch. The 
other units, in the order of their im- 
portance, were listed as subcommit- 
tees of the executive committee; con- 
gressional district committees; sena- 
torial committees, county and munici- 
pal executive committees. 

The smaller units, the rules pro- 
vide, are to be governed by any rule 
or regulation promulgated by the 
executive committee under provisions 
of a section of the Georgia code of 
1910, or the rules and regulations of 
the committee. 

Any regularly registered and en- 
rolled qualified democratic elector is 
made eligible to membership on any 
of the committees or bodies of the 
party, “without regard to sex.” 

Authority is given the various sub- 
ordinate organizations to establish and 
create such advisory and auxiliary 
units for campaign and other pur- 
poses as they deem advisable. County 
committees are given full rein to 


make their own rules not inconsistent 
with those of the executive commit- 
tee and law. 

Provision is made for contests when 


the question arises as to who is legal- 
ly elected chairman of a county com- 
mittee, or any other officer elected in 
a democratic primary. The contestant 
is given 10 days in which to file no- 
tice of contest with the chairman of 
the state committee with proof of 
service on the other candidate. 

In such cases the chairman is in- 
structed to lay the matter before 
either the entire committee or a sub- 
committee. 

A limit of 20 days is set for a meet- 
ing on the contest. The decision of 
the entire executive committee is to 
be final. 

The executive committee, under the 
permanent rules is to be constituted 
as at present with a chairman, two 
vice chairmen, secretary, 36 members 
from the state at large and seven from 
each congressional district, retaining 
the present membership until their 
successors are elected or selected. 

National committeemen and commit- 
teewomen are given full membership 
on the executive committee. Only two 
committees are provided for the ex- 
ecutive committee, those having charge 
of rules and finance.

The latest public health bulletin 


e subject “the common 
cold” reiterates the advice “if you wish 
to avoid a cold, give your sneezing, 
coughing friends a wide berth.” It 
concedes that “colds” are infectious 
and contagious. It hints that the 
usual way of infection is through 
being caught in the spray of cough 
or sneeze, but it suggests also that 
the hands of the person who has a 
“cold” are likely to convey the infec- 
tion, and even articles he touches may 
tbe contaminated and carry the infec- 
tion to other persons who touch them. 

This latter part, about the patjent’s 
hands and objects he touches convey- 
ing the virus of his disease, is all 
horse feathers, in my opinion. I 
don’t believe anybody ever contracts 
any known respiratory infection in 
that way, and I doubt that the pub- 
lic’ health service officers or anyone 
else can find any clinical or scientific 
evidence to support such an absurd 
fancy. 

There is one very important, and 1 
believe most prolific mode of infection 
which somehow these office-holding 
authorities studiously avoid in all 
their public utterances on this sub- 
ject, and I never could understand 
their funny diffidence until I tried 
to mention it in a radio talk I was 
giving over a national chain. The 
radio censer sternly forbade any ref- 
erence to this mode of infection, for 
he said many women and children 
might hear my talk, and it would be 
very unpleasant for them to think 
that there is ever any risk or danger 
involved in polite conversation with a 
person who purports to have ‘just 
a cold.” 

Well, there ig freedom of the press, 
if there is no freedom of speech over 
the air. Here in the paper I can ex- 


press my belief that the chief mode of & 


infection in what our office-holding 
“authorities so fondly call “the com- 
mon cold,” and what I think honest 


} folk should call “eri,” is through con- 


versational spray, which is still a 
perfectly polite medium of exchange, 
whereas open-face coughing or sneez- 
ing is simply not done in polite cir- 
cles, and I should think polite people 
would resent the implication that their 
friends indulge in that sort of thing. 

The only difference between open- 
face coughing or sneezing and ordi- 
nary conversation, as a means of 
spreading respiratory infections, call 
them what you will, is a difference of 
range. A cough or sneeze shdots the 
germ-laden droplets of spray, visible 
or invisibly fine, to a distance of 10 
or 12 feet; conversational spray car- 
ries not more tif&n five feet froin the 
mouth of the speaker. 

So I beg to alarm you, if you're 
that sort, by reminding you that you 
are by no means safe if you contrive 
to avoid being sprayed by your cough- 
ing or sneezing friends or even stran- 
gers when they have what the esteemed 
federal public health service office- 
holders mulishly term “the common 
cold”—no federal or other health au- 
thority dares to define any such en- 
tity, be it reaffirmed. You are still 
in the danger zone if you approach 
within fiye feet of the beggar or per- 
mit him to approach within five feet 
of you for a brief chat, unless the one 
or the other wears a suitable mask or 
keeps behind a suitable screen to stop 
the spray.

It is aimed at 
Canada’s 10 per cent tariff cut on 
goods entering that country through 
a Canadian sea or river port. 0 
combat this alleged discrimination, 
White proposed a 10 per cent special 
duty on foreign goods entering the 
United States through Canada. 

The new British tariff found re- 
publicans and democrats on Capitol 
Hill at variance as to why it was 
proposed. 

Senator Smoot, republican, Utah, 
chairman of the senate finance com- 
mittee and a co-author of the Haw- 
ley-Smoot tariff act, had this to say 
about it: 

“We can’t complain of any tariff 
action taken by Great Britain nor any 
other legislation she sees fit to en- 
act. 

“We pass our tariff bill.to protect 
our industries.

“This is in no way a retaliation 
against the United States’ present 
tariff act. England recognizes the 
principle of the tariff.” ee es:

CATHOLIC DECREE 
TIGHTENS RULES 
ON MIXED MARRIAGE 


VATICAN CITY, Feb. 5.—(?)—A 
tightened restriction on mixed mar- 
riages came out of the vatican today 
in the form of a ruling that all chil- 
dren of such unions must actually be 
reared within the church. 

The penalty of annulment and il- 
legality in the eyes of the church was 
provided in the drastic measure, which 
was handed down by the congrega- 
tion of the sacred office and approved 
by the pope. : 

The decision amounted to a with- 
drawal of dispensation from a mar- 
riage between a Catholic and a non- 
Catholic when the parties involved 
violate their promise to bring up their 
children as Catholics. 

Vatican City authorities announced 
later that the new ruling, which is a 
decree, does not affect marriages al- 
ready contracted, but will apply to 
all mixed marriages henceforth.

Grand Sachem of “W ig- 
wam” Passes After Heart 
Attack at Age of 102. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—(#)—Tan- 
many’s grand old man, John R. Voor- 
his, died gr # more than halfway 
through his 1 year, : 

Al gh he prided himself on his 
remarkable, physique, recurring pe 
riods of illness forced him to end 
58 years in public office last fall. 

At that time he was the oldest 
office-holder in the city, and probably 
in the country. He continued, how- 
ever, to maintain his interest in po- 
litical affairs to the end. 

A friend called at his home Monda 
night and found him in the hall wit 
‘his hat and coat on. Voorhis said he 
was going to a Tammany meeting, 
where his tall, frail figure had been 
almost a landmark for a half cen- 


tury. 

Considerable persuasion and argu- 
ment about the inclement weather 
finally induced him to remain at 
home. A few hours later, he was 
stricken with a heart attack from 
which he died within 80 hours. 

Funeral services will be held in the 
Greenwich Presbyterian church  to- 
morrow. The body will be taken to 
Tammany Halli tomorrow afternoon 
and will lie in state until Monday. 

The body will then be taken to 
Pompton Plains, N. J., Voorhis’ birth- 
pate for interment in the vault which 

oorbis himself had caused to be 
_— just before he became 100 years 
old. 
Two generations ago, Voorhis was 
an opponent of Tammany, but that 
was in the days when “Voorhis de 
mocracy” was something Tammany 
had to reckon with. 

During his century and two years 
of life, Re climbed from a builder of 
staircases and a $1l-a-week clerk in a 
law office to New York's $8,000-a- 
year election board chairmanship.

MIAMI BEACH, Fia., Feb. 5.—(/) 
Gar Wood churned an average speed 
of 111.712 statute miles an hour with 
his Miss Americd IX on a two-way 
run over the Indian . creek water 
course here today, and claimed a new 
world’s speed boat record for Amer- 
iea, : 

Wood exceeded by 1.489 miles the 
record ef 110.223 miles an hour estab- 
lished last July 9 at Lake Garda, It- 
aly, by the Briton, Kaye Don, with 
Miss England II. 
“ Rules of the International Yachts- 
man’s Association and the Yachtman’'s 
Association of America required 
ood exceed the previous record by 
half a mile an hour to post a new 
mark. 

Wood’s speed must be submitted to 
and approved by these two associa- 
tions before it is recognized as an of- 
ficial world’s record. The veteran De- 
troit racer said he was “confident we 
-have reclaimed for Americ: the su- 
premaoy on water as we should have 
on land and in the air.” 

With the wind helping him over 
the measured nautical mile courses on 
a southward run, Wood was clocked 
by electrical timing devices at 112.434 
statute miles an hour. The elapsed 
time was 36.87 seconds. 


Northwarca. the Miss America was 
slowed to 110.980 miles an hour, with 
elapsed time of 37.35 seconds. 


The average speed of two runs, one 
in each direction, is the basis of com- 
puting a record attempt. oe 

“I. believe the speed of 112.434 
miles an hour was the greatest thrill 
of my life,” the white-haired sports- 
man said as he stepped out of the 
Miss America to receivé, congratula- 
tions. of official observers and specta- 
tors. 

“It was the smoothest ride I ever 
had at high speed. The water wes 
smooth and the air was ideal. The mo- 
tors functioned perfectly -at 2,500 
revolutions per minute. 

“T am ‘confident we have set a new 
record.” 

This confidence caused Wood to an- 
nounce that no further récord runs 
will be made with the Miss America 
“for some time.” He will leave Sun- 
day for a cruise to the Yucatan with 
C. F. Kettering, of Detroit, and others 
aboard Kettering’s yacht.

uperchargers, in ease you don’t 
know, are a contraption which 
forces the fuel-and air into the 
cylinders under pressure, placing 
the explosive mixture into the cyl- 
inders more rapidly than the car- 
buretors ordinarily ‘would do. 

Thus by forcing the fuel into the 

chambers the power is increased. 

One hundred and twelve miles an 
hour: seems fast today, but we will 
see the time when boats will travel 
150 miles an hour on water. It 1s 
merely a question of efficient’ design 
of boat hulls and‘ increased power.

boat will turn the trick. 

We have no plans for the im- 
mediate future.

I'll probably 
get out on the links this summer, 
but I do not. intend to enter any tour- 
naments. If my country wishes me 
to compete under those conditions I 
shall be glad to accept a place on the 
team.”
